care of. The decision of the trustees 
of the Lincoln University was favor- 
able to the proposal submitted. 


The next four months in the history 


of the new college were marked by 
activity of financial 
agents in the 


field, securing subscriptions from the 
citizens of Decatur and the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian church to meet the 
requirements of the original donor. A 
local committee looked after the city 
while the late Rev. Hawkins and Dr. 
Darby gave their entire time to the 
members of the church. The former 
was one of the most zealous workers 
in the cause and his services were of 
inestimable value. 


The first meeting 
of the college 


commission established by the patron- 
izing synods was held in this city on 
November 10th. 


The next important step was secur- 


ing a change in the charter of the Lin- 
coln college so as to meet the neets 
of the combined schools, and this was 
done through legislative action. Ths 
bill 
was signed by 
Governor 
Yat«s 


on April 23, 1901. In accordance with 
that bill the charter 
was amended 


April 30, 1901, and the James Millikin 
University was created. 


Dr. A. R. Taylor who had for a 


number of years held the position of 
president of the Kansas State Normal 
school at Emporia. 
and 
was widely 


known throughout the west as a thor- 
ough and efficient educator, was invit- 
ed to accept the presidency of th« new 
college and made known his acceptauce 
on June S, 1901. 


The local board of control was or- 


ganized on June 14, IHOI and on June
